Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Batt contacted the Examiner to discuss possible amendments to 
claim 1 which would define the claimed invention around the prior art of record. Mr. Batt dicsussed the possibility that 
the 701 and '072 would not be capable of generating pressures high enough to deliver PMMA during vertebroplasty 
(pressures in the neighborhood of 1000+ psi as set forth in claims 38-42) gave some examples of strutureal features of 
these prior art references that would make them incapable of generating such pressures and proposed adding 
language simlar to one of claims 38-42 to claim 1 such that the device of claim 1 would be required to be capable of 
generating high pressures. The Examiner indicated he wasn't sure the devices of 701 and '072 weren't capable of 
generating such pressures and would therefore not be able to indicate at the present time that such language Would 
define around the '072 and '701 references. The Examiner added that he believed the best course would be to amend 
claim 1 to include language drawn to the specific structure of the present Invention which enables it to generate high 
pressures but did not specifically cite language which would define around the prior art of record. Finally Mr. Batt and 
the Examiner discussed the possibility of adding language to claim 1 drawn to more specific features of the present 
invention which are capable of sustaining the pressures required to inject PMMA during a vertebroplasty without adding 
language to specific structure which enables the entire device to generate these high pressures. The Examiner 
indicated a more favorable reaction to this proposal but stopped short of agreeing this language would define around 
the prior art of record and Mr Batt tentatively agreed to file an amendment adding similar languge to claim 1. 
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
